The See and Say books are intended to enable children to 
master the form and sound of words. 

This word-mastery is an indispensable factor in reading; it 
is also essential to spelling. If the child can obtain a clue to 
the pronunciation of new words, he becomes independent of the 
teacher and can help himself in reading ; moreover, his knowl- 
edge of the sounds of the letters furnishes a key to spelling all 
words which are spelled in accordance with phonic laws. 

The See and Say books propose to separate the study of words 
from the lesson in reading. By the aid of these books children 
should master the words composing the ordinary vocabulary, so 
that they may readily read for themselves the various school 
readers presenting such a selected vocabulary. After learning 
that every letter represents a specific sound, as in the case of 
most consonants, or several sounds, as in the case of certain 
vowels, they ought by this means to master the large majority 
of words presented in their reading books. 

They should be so trained, therefore, that the letter, or com- 
bination of letters, will at once suggest the sound. The printed 
word, then, would stand for the spoken word with its idea. When 
the idea is new, the teacher of reading will present it ; but if the 
form of the word only is new, the child should be able to pro- 
nounce the word for himself. 

The See and Say books present a simple method of word- 
mastery. The first book is like the picture book that has always 
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been fascinating to the child. He has turned its pages at home, 
has named the various objects in the pictures, has mooed like 
the. cow, growled like the dog, or said "choo, choo," when he 
saw the engine or cars. Book One therefore presents a picture 
to suggest the sound of each letter. It also pictures an object 
whose initial sound is the sound of the letter. M is the sound 
which the cow makes wiien calling her calf. It is also the first 
sound of " moon." The child, dealing with the pictures just as 
he has done at home, associates the sound M with the story, 
with the picture, with the word " moon," and with the letter. 
With repetition the association of sound and letter is just as 
prompt and effective as the association of picture and name, or 
picture and sound. 

Book Two reviews briefly the instruction of Book One, recall- 
ing the letters of the alphabet, with their sounds, by means of the 
story picture, the type picture, and the type word. Children who 
have not studied Book One are thus enabled to lay the founda- 
tion for the advanced work of Book Two. 

After the review of the alphabet the vowels are singled out, 
recognized as workers, and presented in familiar phonograms 
and syllables. These phonograms come to be recognized as 
wholes and need not be separated into their letters. They fur- 
nish a key to the pronunciation of new words. They are some- 
times spoken of as the core of the word (as ack in "back," "tack," 
"sack," and "whack"). The mastery of any phonogram gives 
the pupil added power to pronounce all words containing the 
phonogram. It is a key to pronunciation. 

The long and short vowel sounds are presented in Book Two 
and therefore the diacritical marks are introduced as a means of 
differentiation. These marks are used only in the type words 
until the child has become familiar with the phonogram contain- 
ing the new vowel sound. No attempt is made to suggest the 



various equivalents for a given sound, except that for convenience 
a striking group, gr, ir, or, wr, is illustrated by the barking dogs, 
all making the same sound. But such groups as air in " pair," 
earm "pear," ere in "there," and are in "care" present too great 
difficulty for children at this stage. The discussion of such 
equivalents is reserved for Book Three. 

Also, the finer distinctions in the vowel sounds are postponed 
until the child can clearly hear, recognize, and repeat the dis- 
tinctly different sounds. For this reason the various sounds 
of 0, which are so slightly different as to be frequently con- 
fused even by good speakers, are not called to the children's 
attention in Book Two. Or in " orange," prolonged a bit or 
somewhat emphasized, becomes the or in " form," " fork," " sort," 
and " horn." Until they have learned to distinguish the marked 
differences between the sounds of o in " bone," in " horn," and 
in " word," it is better not to introduce distinctions "which call 
for still greater accuracy in pronunciation, and more delicate 
discrimination. The other sounds of this difficult vowel are there- 
fore reserved for Book Three, as well as the indistinct a, as in 
" ago," and the prolonged a found before r as in " care." In the 
same way the finer distinctions between the sounds of long u 
are postponed. 

Book Three will introduce the remaining vowel sounds and 
provide drill upon the more difficult words of the advanced 
vocabulary. At a later period, probably in the third grade, the 
equivalents will be mastered. The children will then have the 
complete key to the pronunciation of English words. 

Teachers will note the introduction of unphonetic words 
(jdght words) requiring a definite effort of attention and fre- 
quent repetition. These have been presented at intervals, by 
means of rhymes, lists, or other devices such as the occasional 
reading lesson which groups them in sentences. 
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Children should be expected to recognize, to recall, and to 
pronounce the words which have been introduced as sight words 
quite as surely as those which are recognized tlu'ough phonic 
laws. As knowledge of word forms increases, the list of unpho- 
netic words diminishes, for every word contains some phonic 
elements. A word may be unphonetic to the child at one stage 
of advancement and entirely phonetic at another. Drill upon 
these fundamental " sight words " should prevent the natural 
overemphasis of the phonic type. 

The Manual which accompanies Book Two will answer ques- 
tions which may appear in the course of instruction, and will 
enable the teacher to prepare for her lessons in the shortest 
possible time. It is not intended to be an arbitrary pattern, but 
to suggest various methods of approaching the different lessons. 

The teacher should not forget that the object of the series is 
chiefly to teach the children how to recognize words — word 
getting and afterwards word writing. The lesson in word getting 
should be a part of every day's program. In every reading lesson 
certain words which have been studied in the phonic lesson will 
occur. The teacher can at the same time add to the phonic les- 
sons words which are to be found in the coming reading lesson. 
She may vary, the order of the phonic lessons according to the 
requirements of the reading lesson. The children will soon 
become independent in their reading and will require assistance 
only with the occasional unphonetic word. They should help 
themselves as far as possible before asking help from the teacher.
